home, is found going about begging 
and asking subsistence 
by 
charity ,

tram p; any tram p who enters a dwell­ 
ing house, or y ard or inclosure about

Resourceful as the nomadic 
species always is, he managed in some 
m anner to secure the services of an 
attorney, who attacked the validity of 
the law, and so vigorously and effec­ 
tively that the lower court gave him 
the decision and his client was per­ 
m itted to resume his aimless and rest­ 
ful wandering.

The prosecutor of the county, how­ 
ever, wanted a ruling from the 
su­ 
preme court, and the case was carried 1 
to th at tribunal. 
The law provides: 
“Whoever, except a female or blind j 
person, not being 
in 
the county in 
which he usually lives or 
has 
his 
home, is found going about begging 
and asking subsistence 
by 
charity, 1 
shall be taken and be deemed to be a 
tram p; any tram p who enters a dwell­ 
ing house, or yard or inclosure about 
a dwelling house, against the 
will, 
or without the permission of the own­ 
er, or occupant thereof, or does n o t,' 
when 
requested, immediately 
leave 
such place, shall be imprisoned 
not 
more 
than three nor less than one 
year.” 
The statute provides the same pen­ 
alty for tram ps carrying fire 
arms 
or other dangerous weapons, or 
in­ 
juring or threatening to injure per­ 
sons or personal property. 
Any per-j 
son may, upon view of 
any offense 
prohibited by statute, apprehend the 
offender and take him before a justice 
of the peace or other examining offl-, 
cer for examination.

Police powers are thus vested in all 
persons who happen to be witnesses 
to a violation of the anti-tramp law.

Kinley re plied to a m enage from the 
Chinese emperor, in part, as follows: 
“ I 
cordially share your m ajesty’s 
wish that there may he* a peaceful set- 
tlenient of all questions between China 
and the powers whose inte'ivsts aud 
nationals you have so grievously su f­ 
fered wrong iii your m ajesty’s domin­ 
ions. ane! that the* outcome may he the 
com plete effacem ent of ill-feeling be­ 
tween them. 
The* desire of this gov­ 
ernment that such a settlem ent may 
he brought a limit speedily has been 
made known to all powers, and I trust 
that negotiations may begin so soon 
as we.* ane! the other offended govern­ 
ments shall Ik* e f f e c t iv e ly satisfied of 
your m ajesty’s ability and power to 
treat with inst ste*niness ihr principal 
offenders, who are doubly culpable, 
not aion# toward the foreigners, hut 
toward your m ajesty, lieder whose* 
rule the* purjxose of China to el well in 
concord with Hie* worlel has hitherto 
fount! expression in the* welcom e and 
protection assured to strangers.’

Oct. 20.—Some of the 
biggest of the local companies

The German voters, after careful 
consideration 
have 
concluded 
that 
they can not support Bryan.

As a result, the Ger­ 
man newspapers are falling into line. 
The most notable accession is that of 
Oswald Ottendorfer to the McKinley 
column, and his newspaper, the New 
York Staats Zeitung, the most widely 
circulated German paper in America. 
This strong and independent paper 
was inclined to favor Bryan, and is 
still strongly opposed to the Repub­

The supreme court of Ohio, in a de­ 
cision 
handed 
down Friday, upheld 
the constitutionality of the anti-tramp 
law, which makes it a crime for a man 
to become an itinerant burden upon 
public charity. 
The case reached the supreme court 
through the arrest of Timothy Hogan 
at Portsmouth during 
the. summer. 
Timothy was charged with being a 
tramp. 
Resourceful as the nomadic 
species always is, he managed in some 
manner to secure the services of an 
attorney, who attacked the validity of 
the law, and so vigorously and effec­ 
tively that the lower court gave him 
the decision and his client was per­ 
mitted to resume his aimless and rest­ 
ful wandering. 
j 
The prosecutor of the county, how­ 
ever, wanted a ruling from the 
su­ 
preme court, and the case was carried 
to that tribunal. 
The law provides: 
“Whoever, except a female or blind 
person, not being 
in 
the county in 
which he usually lives or 
has 
his 
home, is found going about begging 
and asking subsistence 
by 
charity, 1 
shall be taken and be deemed to be a 
tramp; any tramp who enters a dwell­ 
ing house, or yard or inclosure about 
a dwelling house, against the 
will, 
or without the permission of the own­ 
er, or occupant thereof, or does not, 
when 
requested, immediately 
leave 
such place, shall be imprisoned not 
more 
than three nor less than one 
year.’' 
The statute provides the same pen­ 
alty for tramps carrying fire 
arras 
or other dangerous weapons, or 
in­ 
juring or threatening to injure per­ 
sons or personal property. 
Any per j 
son may, upon view of 
any offense 
prohibited by statute, apprehend the 
offender and take him before a Justice
